THE NEW DRED SCOTT. 
The sentence of life imprisonment against Fred 
Palm of Lansing, Mich., is to be submitted to the 
United States Circuit Court of Appeals in the hope 
of reversal. The Palm case is on the way to be 


coming one of the most important judicial contro- 


versies in American history, not so much because 
of new legal doctrines that may arise from it as 
through the focusing of public opinion upon a*po- 
Palm had been convicted of three felonies when 
he was caught in possession of a pint of gin. Pos- 
session of a pint of gin is, by statute, a felony in 
Michigan, and the Michigan criminal code provides 
life imprisonment for any one who has been con- 
victed of four felonies, The trial judge had no 
choice but to sentence Palm to imprisonment for 
the rest of his life. oe on 
The legal question, in the opinion of counsel who 
will argue the appeal, turns upon whether Palm 
is suffering the criiel and unusual punishment pro- 
hibited in almost identical language by the eighth 
amendment to the federal constitution and the fif- 
teenth fot the second article of the state con- 
stitution. It may, be contended on Palm's behalf 
that the fourteenth amendment to the federal con- 
‘stitution prohibits a state from depriving any citi- 
zen of liberty and that immunity from cruel and 
unusual punishment is one of the liberties which 
the amendment is intended\to preserve. |
